No. 13-Pres./83.—The President is pleased to aptvove the 
award of ‘KIRTl CHAKRA’ to the undermentioned persons 
for acts of conspicuous gallantry ;— 

1. BRIGaRDIER SOM PARKASH .IHINGON (IC- 
8424J, INFANTRY. 

(ElTcctive date of award : 25th May, 1981) 

Brigadier Som Parkash Jhingon took over the command 
of a Mountain Brigade deployed in Counter Insurgency 
Operations on 11th February, 1981. Immediately on taking 
over, he carried out an c^rtensivc reconnaissance of his area 
of responsibility and having assessed I he situation, displayed 
a professional competence of a Jiigh order in mounting a 
sei’ies of swift, welUcoordmated operatioas against the insiii' 
gents. Appreciating the necessity of a close cooperation bet¬ 
ween all agencies involved in combating insurgency, he estba- 
lished excellent rapport with the paia militaf.v forces, other 
intelligence agencies, the civil administration rand political 
leaders, thus maximising the counter insurgency effort in the 
area. His dynamic leadership, meticulous planning and vigo¬ 
rous execution of counter insurgency operations resulted in 
his Brigade successfully apprehending a large number of hard 
core extremists and top echelon leaders in vi.irious insurgent 
groups. , 

On the 25th May, 1981 in a well conducted operation, his 
Brigade captured a self-styled C-in-C and two more hard 
core members of an active insurgent group along with their 
weapons and ammunition. This resulted in the break up of 
this extretnist organisation. During the period December, 
1981 to January, 1982, he intensified operations resulting in 
the killing/capture of over 70 hard core Peoples' Liberation 
Army/Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangloipak/Kanglei- 
pak Communist Party members (including Khundron Shanti, 
the top Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak leader 
in an encounter), and the seizure of large quantities of arms 
and ammunition. On 27th January, 1982, he and his e.scort, 
in a daring encounter captured two hard core Peoples' Libera¬ 
tion Amy jail escapees, carrying a cash avdard of Rupees 
15,000/-. 

On 13th April, 1982, brigadier Som Pavka.sh Jhingon per¬ 
sonally led a co-ordinatcd attack on the Headquarters of the 
Peoples' Liberation Amy at Kedompokpi. During the 
Operation he i-emh-ined in the forefront personally supoiwising 
the cordoning of the village. He remained c^m and un¬ 
perturbed under continuous fire from the trapped extremists 
and thus inspird his men to maintain relentless pressure. The 
operation resulted in the death/capture of h large number 
of hostiles. The success of this operation dealt a severe 
blow to the Peoples Liberation Army. 

Brigadier Som Parkash Jhingon thus displayed exemplary 
courage, leadership, professional skill and devotion to duly 
of a very high order. 

2. SHRJ SURINDER SINGH, ASSISTANT CIVILIAN 
STAFF OFFICER ARMY HEADQUARTERS. 

(Po.sthuraous) 

(Effective date of awUrd 16th October, 1981) 

While on leave, Shri Surinder Singh, Assistant Civilian 
Staff Officer Army Headquarters, General Staff Branch, Mili¬ 
tary Training Dtc, went to Chandigarh to stay with his bro¬ 
ther, Shri Ni?anjan Singh, an I.A.S. Officer of Punjab Secre¬ 
tariat. On the I6th October 1981, he accompanied his brother 
to_ the Secretariat. Whlic entering the Secretariat, jome 
mtscreanis accosted Shri Niranjan Singh with a view to mur¬ 
der him, Shri Surinder Singh made .q daring bid to foil the 
murderous Uttaefc. Seeing the criminals aiming. 3 t Shri Niranjan 
Singh, Shri Surinder Singh leapt towards them with a view 
to catch hold of one of them. They burned their attention 
on Shri Surinder Singh and fired at him from a point blank 
range and thus instantly kfiling him. 

This daring act of conspicuous bravery in which Shri 
.Surinder Singh sacrificed his life .and saved a life is the one 
deserving recognition. 


3. SQUADRON LEADER VISVANATHAN NAOA- 
RAJAN (8753) FLYING (PILOT) 

(Effective date of award ; 8th July, 1982) 

On the 8th .July, 1982, at approximately 1100 hours, while 
on a RTR commitment from Madras to Cochin in a Dakota 
aircraft at an altitude of 8000. Sqn.adron Leader Visvanathau 
Ntogarajan (8753), Flying (Pilot), experienced vibration in 
his starboard engine. He decided to divert to Yolahanka.- 
Bangalore. Since the vibration on the engine kept increasing 
and the aircraft started losing height, he decided to feather 
the engine and ejected the load to reduce the weight of the 
aircraft. With the use of Emergency methods, the propeller 
would not feather 'and the aircraft kept going doWn very fast. 
Realising the gravity of the situation and knowing that be 
would not be aMe to reach Bangalore or any other airfield, 
he decided to forceland the aireralt ip ,a lake bed, which 
was the only clear place within reach and amongst generally 
mountainous terrain, under cloudy weather conditions. Flo 
carried out a copybook forced-landing and the aircraft settled 
in the lake in approximately three feet of water. Squadron 
Leader Visvanathtm Nagarajan handled thjs grave emergency 
very successfully and thus saved not only the valuable lives 
on board but more on ground. 

Squadron Leader Visvanathau Nagarajan thus displayed 
exemplary professiontd skill, competence and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

SON OF SHRI DHARMENDRA SINGH. 

RESIDENT OF VTLL^kGE PALI, 

P.S. SARDHNA, DISTRICT MEERUT. 

(Effective date of award—8th October, 1980.) 

On the night of the 7th/8th October, 1980, some dacoits 
raided the house of Shri Jagram Singh in village Pali but 
met with still resistance. In the encounter, a 15-year old 
boy of the same village named Braj Raj stalked the dacoit 
leader. Matin Dhobi, and snatched his rifle at great risk to 
his life and consequently the villagers were able to kill the 
dacoit leader. Other members of the dacoit gang fired at 
the villagers and as a result, Braj Raj and some others were 
wounded. The dacoits fled leoving the dead body of their 
leader behind. 

It was largely due to the gallantry and bravery of Shri 
Braj Raj that the attempt at dacoity was foiled and the dacoit 
loader killed. 

2. MAJOR BHARAT SINGH (IC-23436) • 

BIHAR. 

(Effective dale of award—20th anJuary, 1981.) 

On the 20th January, 1981, information wns rcreived that 
an armed gang of hostiles, having infiltrated and established 
a base in a dense jungle, was planning to ambush troops 
and vehicles. Major Bharat Singh was ploced in command 
of one of the three columns eannarked by his Battalion to 
search and destroy the hostiles. The search was to be carried 
out in torrential rains. 

The base of the hostiles was located by one of the other 
two columns and on hearing the exchange of fire between 
that column and the hostiles in the hideout. Major Bharat 
Singh quickly collected toaethcr his nearest two sections 
and after despatching a message to the rest of his men, rush¬ 
ed to the spot, Which he judged to be approximately 800 
metres to his north cast. The hostiles spotted this body of 
troops and opened fire with automatic weapons. Major 
Bhteat Singh quickly deployed one of his sections to provide 
covering fire and personally led the other section to charge 
on the hostile positions. The ensuing encounter led to the 
capture of six underground elements. Realising the futility 
of further battle, the hostiles attempted to flee, but bv this 
time the third column, which had also moved to the scene 
of encounter, prevented their escape. The entire operation 
, resulted in capturing of fifteen underground hostiles and a 
sizeable store of ammunition besides revealing documents. 

Major Bhaiiiit Singh thus displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
persevcrence, devotion to duty and inspiring leadership. 
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3. SHRI ASIT KUMAR RUSHWAHA, 

SON OF SHRI VIRENDRA SINGH KUSHWAHA, 
119/494, UARSHAlSPURWA, 

KANPUR. 

(Effective date of award~16th March, 1981.) 

On the 16th March, 1981, two had-charact'ers, Naresh 
Sharma and Puttoo Lai, entered the shop “Tarzan Hosiery" 
of Shri Daya Ram Sharma, a resident of Darshairpiirwa, Kan¬ 
pur. Naresh Sharma fired at Shri Daya Ram Sharma, but 
missed. Hearing hte sound of firing, some persons reached 
the spot and caught hold of Naresh Sharma but Puttoo Lai 
managed to escbipc- On seeing Puttoo Lai escaping. Shri' 
Asit Kumar Kushwaha, a 16 year old boy, gave him a hot 
chase, though he was fired at by Puttoo Lai yet he narrowly 
escaped. He finally caught hold of Puttoo Lai. 

Shri Asit Kumar Kushwaha thus displayed exemplary 
courage and gallantry without caring for his personal life, 

4. CAPT PREMirr (IC-34009) (POSTHUMOUS) 
THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

(Effective date of award—13th September, 1981.) 

The Parachute Regiment had organised a ‘Paratroopers 
Nanda Devi Expedition' in September-October, 1981. 

Captain Premjit was the leader of a column besides being 
the signal officer of the expedition. He exhibited tremendous 
dedication, great enthusiasnl and extraordinary sustained cou¬ 
rage, in that he as a leader, voluntarily chose to take on 
the technically difficult task of surmounting the first and the 
most formidable obsitacle of near vertical rock and ice wall 
leading to the proposed site of patrol basc/Camp I. 

Captain Premjit was so highly motivated that he, always 
not caring for his personal comfort and safety, went out of 
the way to ensure successful accomplishment of the task. 
His work during the preptairgtory phase of the assault which 
comprised the establishment of base camps and opening up 
of routes along long and treacherous stretches through South 
Ridge at Nanda Devi, as also his manning of the signal 
communications, wa.s in the best tradition? of mountaineers 
and the Ptarachute Regiment. After a gruelling climb Cap¬ 
tain Premjit and his companions acceeded in scaling the 
summit of Nanda' Devi East successfully. However, during 
the descent he slipped over the vcrglass (layer of frozen icc 
over the rocks) and died of a fatal fall. 

Captain Premjit thus displayed exemplary courage, team, 
spirit and devotion to duty of a high order, 

5. HAVILDAR DAYA CHAND (13604046) S.M. 

PARACHUTE REGIMENT. (Posthumous') 

(Effective date of award—13th September, 1981) 

The Parachute Regiment had organised a ‘Paratroopers 
Nanda Devi Expedition’ in September/October in 1981. 

Havildar Daya Chapd was detailed as the lead climber of 
his column during the route opening over the technically 
difficult and hazardous south ridge of Nanda Devi East. 
Throughout he exhibited devotion beyond the call of duty 
and extraordinary courage and spirit of comradeship. Dur¬ 
ing 21st to 26th September, 1981,'while the route 'between 
Camp II and patrol base/Camp HI was being negotiated 
by sub patrol No. 3, Havildar Daya Chand was always in 
the forefiont to ferry heavy loads of vital equipment & food. 
On 24th September, 1981, when the weather had deteriorated 
alarmingly and movement became extremely risky, Havildar 
Daya Chand continued to fcri-y voluntarily critical items of 
equipment and food required at Camp ITT. 

Havildar Daya Chand set a new record by putting five 
sumiteers on one rope, bringing the total number of sum- 
miteers to eleven, the highest number ever climbed in one 
expedition. 

Unfortunately, while attempting to 'strengthen the tent 
anchors during the descent, he slipped over a verglass (thin 
layer of ice frozen over the rock) in front of the tent and 
died of a fatal fall. 

Havildar Daya Chand thus displayed exemplary courage, 
team spirit and devotion to duty of a high order. 


6 . SHRI PHURBA DORIEE, CIVILIAN INSTRUC¬ 
TOR. (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of Award—13th September, 1981) 

The Parachute Regiment had organised a ‘Paratroopers 
Nanda Devi Expedition' in September/October, 1981. 

Shri Pliurba Dorjee, a Sherpa Instructor of Himalayan 
Mountaineering Institute,' Darjecing, was empjoyed by the 
expedition as a Sherpa Sirdar-cura-technical adviser. A highly 
c.xpeiicnccd instructor, he dispalyed tremendous energy, en¬ 
thusiasm and courage of a high order, He volunteered to 
accompany the East Patrol since the aim of this patrol was to 
attempt Nanda Devi East, an extremely difficult peak. He 
volunicered to accompany the Captain Premjit and between 
the two, they succeeded in surmounting the most forrnidable 
obstacle of 1,500 ft. of vertical rock and iCe wall within a 
short time of two days. He, carrying' full loads to stock 
camp/patrol base, always accompanied the patrol leader. 

Shri Phurba Dorjee also exhibited tremendous team spirit, 
exemplary courage and devotion to duty of the highest order, 
when on 4th October, 1981, while the weather had cleared 
up, he voluntarily accompanied his leader in the ascent of the 
difficult and hazardous Nanda Devi East. Unfor¬ 
tunately, wMe returning from the summit, he and his leader 
slipped over the verglass and died due to a fatal fall. 

Shri Phurba Dorjee thus displayed exemplary courage, team 
spirit and devotion to duty of a high order. 

7. 4240781 LANCE HAVILDAR SRI DHORO MAIHI 

BIHAR REGIMENT. (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award—9tli November, 1981) 

On the night of the 9th/I0th November 1981, Lance Havil¬ 
dar Sri Dhoro Majhi was the leading section Commander of a 
platoon which was spear-heading the advanep of a Battalion 
of Bihar Regiment into hostile territory in Aninachal Pradesh, 
When the leading section neared' Phangsan village, Lance 
Havildar Sri Dhoro Majhi saw two men suddenly getting up 
from the track and running back towards the village. Inform¬ 
ing his platoon Commander, he started chasing the two 
men. 

As the section approached the village, the hostUcs opened 
fire with an LMG and 5 to 6 Rifles. Having faced similar 
ambushes twice earlier, Lance Havildar Sri Dhoro Majhi 
remained calm and coqi and in spite of being hit by a bullet 
in the left arm, effectively deployed his section to return the 
file. However, due to excessive bleeding, Liincc Havildar Sri 
Dhoro Majhi began to weaken rapidly, but he continued en- 
comaging the young soldiers of his' section to continue firing 
to maintain pressure on the hostiles. ElithuseiJ and encou¬ 
raged by their leader; the section forced the hostiles to with¬ 
draw from the village. However, in the meanwhUe Lance 
Havildar Sri Dhoro Majhi collapsed and utimately succumbed 
to his injuries, 

Lance Havildar Sri Dhoro Majhi thus displayed exceptional 
devotion to duty and exemplary courage in the face of armed 
hostiles and in doing so sacrificed his own life. 

8 . 2ND LIEUTENANT SUSANTA kUMAR SATH- 
PATHY (SS-30846), BIHAR. 

(Effective date of award : llth December, 1981) 

2nd Lieutenant Susanta Kumar Sathpathy, commissioned in 
the Army in 1981, had been posted in insurgent prone areas 
since October, 1981. On the llth December, 1981, the offi¬ 
cer was detailed on a routine patrol in KeisUmpat, Imphal. 
While patrolling, the officer reached the Kangliepak unman- 
sang press, Although there had been no intelligence reports 
to suggest any link of this press with the extremists yet sus¬ 
pecting that the extremist organisation could be utilising it for 
printing subversive material, the young officer decided to carry 
out cursory investigation. The workers on the press were 
caught completely unawares by the presence of the troops. 
Observing tneir suspicious reaction, the officer promptly or¬ 
dered a cordoning off of the area. This resulted in the capture 
of extremely important documents relating to policy matters 
of the outlawed peoples' liberation Army, apart from various 
otlier items. In addition, 2nd Lieutenant Susanta Kumar Sath¬ 
pathy succeeded in capturing four confirmed extremists from 
the premises of the press. 
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The next day, he was also successful in capturing a hard 
core extremist, Durlav Chandra Tamoli, who whs known to 
be a link between peoples' Liberation Army and the Assam 
movement and recovered from him a loaded countiymadc 
pistol, 

Tn subsequent follow-up actions after interrogation of the 
captured extremists, the officer raided a house from where be 
recovered a large quantity of ammunition on 27th December, 
1981. He also apprehended two hard core peoples’ Liberation 
Army members and recovered from them people’s Liberation 
Army literature and ammunition. 

On the-i 1st December, 1981, the officer again led a oolumn 
to raid a house in Tcra Bazar area, Imphal. An extremist, 
who had taken shelter in the house, though surprised, attempted 
to throw a hand granade at the officer and his men. Second 
Lieutenant Susanta Kumar Sathpathy, in utter disregard to 
his pei'Bonal safety, overpowered the e.xtremist after a hand to 
hand struggle. 

Second Lieutenant Su-santa Kumar Sathpathy has thus con¬ 
tinuously displayed gallantry initiative, presence of mind, cou¬ 
rage and devotion to duty of a high order under adverse con¬ 
ditions. 

9. 2462350 SRPOY LAKHA STNOH, 

PUNJAB. 

(Effective date of award ; 13th December, 1981) 

On the night of the 12th/13th December, 1981, 

Lakha Singh, while on duty as an unarmed sentry in the office 
area of a Divisional .Camp, observed two men moving in u 
suspicious manner in the office premises. He challenged the 
men and caught hold of one of the intruders by the arm and 
at that moment the other intruder fired at Sepoy T.akha Singh 
with a 12 bore Country Pistol. In the confusion that ensued 
the two intruders ran in different directions. Sepoy Lakha 
Si.ngh ratsed an alarm and with great courage and total dis¬ 
regard to his personal safety, chased and apprehended one of 
the introducers, who was later identified as a notorious enemy 
agent, 

In this action Sepoy Lakha Singh displayed courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order. 

10. MAJOR KAJEEV LOCHAN SINGH (lC-24347) 
RAJPUTANA RIFLES, 

(Effective date of award: 17th December, 1981) 

On the 17th December, 1981, at 0600 hours, Major Rajeev 
Lochan Singh was leading a columii of troops to an area on 
receipt of specific information regarding the assembly of a 
few armed extremists belonging to an outlawed organisation. 
Just as his troops reached the general area indicated. Major 
Rajeev Lochan Singh saw a man running towards a group of 
houses. With a Comendablc presence of mind and initiative, 
he oidercd his men to apprehend the insurgent and began 
chasing the insurgent himself. The insurgent repeatedly fired 
from his pistol at the officer and his men with a view to shake 
off tlie pursuers. Showing courage beyond the call of duty 
and in utter disregard to his personal safety. Major Rajeev 
Lochan Singh continued to encourage and lead his men and 
did not give up the chase even when one of his men had been 
mortally wounded by the insurgent. Finally, after a relentless 
chase through houses and across country over a distance of 
aproximately 1000 yaids. Major Rajeev Lochan Singh man¬ 
aged to close in and wound the insurgent and apprehend him 
and disarm him. The insurgent was later identified as an im¬ 
portant underground leader. 

During this entire action Major Rajeev Lochan Sin^ dis¬ 
played courage, conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty of 
a very high order. 

11. LIEUTENANT COMMANDER MOHAMMUD AB¬ 

DUL RAIHAN SUBHAN (01115-H) 

(Effective date of award : 30th December, 1981) 

On the 30th December, 1981, during a practice firing, a 
missiblc launched by an Indian Naval Ship exploded prema¬ 
turely damaging its own hangar and spraying the adjacent one 
with burning fuel and oxidiser. The fuel tank of the second 
missile exploded setting the ship ablaze posing grave danger to 
the life of all on board, with immediately possibility of the 


ship becoming a total loss and also causing serious damages 
lo INS SJipkti whicJi was very close. The pilot house and 
operations lOom rapidly filled with dense smoke and toxic 
fumes. 

Reacting coolly to the grave situation, Lieutenant Comman¬ 
der Mohammud Abdul Raihan Subhan, the Commanding Offi¬ 
cer, attempted to find his way to the bridge but failed to do 
so. He then came out to the starboard waist to see the port 
side of his ship burning furiously with a pall of smoke obs¬ 
curing vision. Tile ship was also closing Indian Naval ship 
Shakti which was then only two cables forward of the beam 
and had tons of fuel on board which could catch fire ins¬ 
tantaneously. He thus climbed up to the bridge from the star¬ 
board waist to gain access to the pilot house. With the clear 
view of the damage from the bridge, the officer appreciated 
that any effort to jettison the mangles remnants of this mis¬ 
sile could perhaps lead to greoiter damage to the ship and henoc 
decided against it. ^'ith fires raging around the bridge, he 
tried out the KASHTAN and findmg it operational he steered 
his ship away from INS Shakti by using main engines, keep¬ 
ing the burning side lo (he lee. 

Once the immediate safety of his ship was assured and 
danger to INS Shakti avoided, Lieutenant Commander Mo¬ 
hammud -Abdul Raihan Subhan activated the ship's damage 
control parties. He had the fire under control in ten minutes 
and finally extinguished barely thirty minutes after the mis¬ 
hap. Shortly thereafter power and communication were res¬ 
tored and the ship reverted to cruising station, scarred but 
battle worthy. 

The cool, culm, collect and confident manner in which 
Lieutenant Commander Mohammud Abdul Raihan Subhan 
handled the precarious situation without the least thought 
to his personal safety was in the highest traditions of the 
Indian Navy. 

12. SUB LIEUTENANt HOMI DADY MOTIVALA 
(02015-B). 

(Effective date of award : 30th December, 1981) 

Sub Lieutenant Horn! Dady Motivala was the Gunnery Offi¬ 
cer of (he Indian Naval Ship commanded by Lt, Cdr. Moham¬ 
mud Abdul Raihan Subhan which caught fire on the 30th 
December, 1981, due (o a missile explosion during practice 
firing. In spite of being ordered to remain at his shelter sta¬ 
tion. in utter disregard to his personal safety, this officer 
sought the permission of his Commanding Officer and organis¬ 
ed fire fighling. He then took charge of the damage control 
party on the bridge catwalk and was right through at the 
forefront of his men. Undeterred by the raging fire, he, at 
serious risk to his life, peisonally supervised the fire fighting 
operation till ihc fire was brought under control. 

This action of Suh Lieutenant Homi Dady Motivala was in 
the highe.st traditions of the Indian Navy. 

13. SHRI JAI PRAKASH, ELECTRICAL ARTIFICER 
(POWER) (052484-W), 

(Effective date of ay-ard ; 30th December, 1981) 

Shri Jai P,aknsh wa.s the Electrical Artificer (power) of the 
Indian Naval Ship commanded by Lt. Cdr, Mohammud Abdul 
Raihan Subhan which caught fire on the 30th December, 1981, 
due to a missile explosion during practice firing. Realising 
the extreme gravity of the situation, he, of his own accord, 
rushed to the scene of the fire and joined the damage control 
party under the command of Sub I.t. Homi Dady Motivala 
engaged in bringing the fire under control. 

The action of Shri Jai Prakash, Electrical Artificer (power), 
was in the best traditions of the Indian Navy. 

14. LIEUTENANT COMMANDER KAMALDEEP 
STNGH .SANDHU. NM (01067-Z). 

(Effective date of award : 10th January, 1988) 

Lieutenant Commander Kamaldccp Singh Sundhu was one 
of the Nava) Helicopter pilots on the Indian Antarctica Expe¬ 
dition 1982. On the KJth January, 1982, information was 
received bv him that a helicopter secured on an ice-shelf along 
with a snow mobile was in distress as the icc-shelft was 
cracking. With total disregard to personal safety Lt. Cdr. 
'''"ndhu proceeded to the spot, retrieved the helicopter and was 
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Etrborne in a few minutes. Ho then proceeded to the Base 
Camp to warn the team of scientists about the immediate dan¬ 
ger to their lives from the breaking ice-sheJf. fills timely 
warning .Saved the lives of the scientists of the Indian Expedi¬ 
tion. On return from the Ba.se Camp, using an improvised 
rope hooked to the cargo sling, he daringly retrieved the snow 
mobile without which the expedition would have been serious¬ 
ly Jjandicapped. 

Again during this expedition on the 15th January, 1982, 
when our scientific team landed al Daksliin Gangotri Camp for 
setting up a data logging station, the weather started deterio¬ 
rating rapidly. In extremely hazardous circumstances and 
under the gravest risk to his life, Lt. Cdr. Sandhu undertook 
to evacuate the scientist back to the ship over a distance of 
95 Kms. without even the assistance of a co-pilot. 

Throughout the expedition to Antarctica, Lieutenant Com¬ 
mander Kamaldeep Singh Sandhu displayed conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry, courage and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

15. 90806R9 LANCE NAlK BAL RAJ 
JAK LIGHT INFANTRY. 

(Effective date of award ; 17th January, 1982) 

On the 17th January, 1982, at about 1730 hours, a gang of 
five dacoits waylaid and robbed a tonga and other passers-by 
near village Chandan in Meerut District. When some vil¬ 
lagers and police reached the spot, the, bandits hid in a 
nearby sugarcane field. On being sunounded, the dacoits 
opened fires and tiicd to escape towards the forest under the 
cover of fire. 

Hearing the cries for help from the villagers, Lance Naib 
Bal Raj voluntarily rushed to the spot along with two other 
personnel. Seeing one of the dacoits trying to escape, Lance 
Naik Bal Raj, though unarmed, overpowered him after a 
chase which culminated in a prolonged struggle in which the 
other Rank grappled with the dacoits and eventually succeed¬ 
ed in wresting the loaded gun from the desperado. The 
police had, meanwhile, shot dead one dacoit and apprehended 
another. 

In this act Lance Naik Bal Raj displayed a high,sense of 
selfless civic duty and undfluled courage In the best traditions 
of the Array. 

16. JC-108920 NAIB SUBRDAR DARWAN SINGH 
GARHWAL RIFLES. 

(Effcotive date of award ; 20th January, 1982 

Naib Subedar Darwan Singh, as post Commander of a 
strategically located post, had been constantly and closely 
monitoring the move, presence ond activities ^ the hostiles 
in the area of his responsibility. He was able to cultivate 
very reliable sources. On the 2Qth January, 1982, at ap¬ 
proximately 1930 hours. Naib Subedar Darwan Sipgh came 
to know through his sources that one or two Mizo National 
Front hostiles had come to a particular house in the village. 
He was also informed that one of the hostiles was armed and 
was currying a large amount of illegally collected money. 
Appreciating the seriousness of the situation and the necessity 
of time action, he immediately collected a party of 15 other 
Ranks and rushed to the village. Oh reaching the vicinity of 
the house, he ordered a cordon around the house and with- . 
out hesitation and with no concern for his Jife burst into the 
house in which the hostile was hiding. As Naib Subedar Dar¬ 
wan Singh entered the house, the hostile threatened him with 
a pistol. Naib Subedar Darwan Singh, however, with great 
courage overpowered him single handedly in spite of sustain¬ 
ing injuries and serious bruises till his men were able to come 
to his aid to aprehend the hostile. 

■In this action Naib Subcdai’ Dawan Singh displayed cour¬ 
age, initiative and exceptional devotion to duty. 

17. major RANVIR SINGH SHBKHAWAT jlC- 

19197) SIKH. (Posihomous) 

(Effective date of award ; 19th February, 1982) 

On the 19th February, 1982, M(yor Rjinvir Singh Shekhawat 
was detailed to lead a convoy of 3 vehicles carrying men and 
ration from Imphal to Ukhriil. At about 1000 hours the 
convoy, while negotiating a bend, was fired upon by hostiles 
in a well planned ambush. The intensity of their fire was so 
severe that the front vehicle in which he was travelling was 


immobilised. Major Ranvir Singh Shekhawat with complete 
disregard to his personal safety, jumped out of the vehicle and 
returned the fire of the hostiles after rallying his men, Fnding 
most of his men killed or seriously Injured, he continued single- 
handedly in engaging the hostiles till he was mortally wounded 
by being hit in his chest. Despite this, Major Ranvir Singh 
Shekhawat, clung to his weapon till his death and prevented 
(he hostiles from taking it away. 

Major Ranvir Singh Shekhawat thus displayed exemplary 
courage, gallantry, devotion to duty and inspiring leader¬ 
ship. 

18. 3367667 SEPOY MOHINDF.R SINGH. 

SIKH. 

(Effective date of awaid : 19tli February, 1982) 

On the 19th February, 1982, Sepoy Mohinder Singh was 
manning the Light Machine C un mounted on his vehicle in 
the .second vehicle of a convoy consisting of , three vehicles. 
On the way, the convoy was ambushed by the hostiles. Un¬ 
mindful of the intensity of the fire which came from all 
directions. Sepoy Mohmder Singh immediately returned the 
lire with his Light Machine Gun, However, some stray bullets 
of the hostiles hit his Light Machine Gun damaging it to 
such an extent that it became ineffective. Uhdaunted be 
immediately jumped out of the vehicle and taking a rifle from 
a dead comrade started returning the fire at the hostiles. When 
his ammunition had finished, he crawled back to take two 
more magazines from another dead comrade and continued 
firing thereby killing/injuring some hostiles. By his grit and 
determination, he effectively pinned down the hostiles pre¬ 
venting them froln looting the last two vehicles. By this brave 
action, Sepoy Mohinder Singh besides saving the lives of his 
comrades also ensured that no weapons or ammunition in these 
vehicles were taken away by the hostiles. 

In this action Sepoy Mohinder Singh displayed consplcuou.s 
gallantry, exemplary courage, determination and devotion to 
duty of a very high order. 

19. MAJOR OM PARKASH DESWAL (10-23711) 
BIHAR. 

(Effective date of award: 13th April, 1982) 

On the 13th April, 1982, Major Om Parkash Deswal led a 
column of 52 men in a concerted operation to flush out a 
group of armed insurgents from Kadam Pokpi village. Hav¬ 
ing reached the village, he established an effective cordon in 
the North and East of the village. 

On orders from his Commanding Officer, he immediately 
rushed to rcinfoice another team under severe pressure from 
the extrcihists. Major Om Parkash Deswal immediately took 
over command. Seeing a group of extremists trying to escape 
to the south he engaged this group. However, another group 
of extremists immediately followed in the same direction. 
Major Om Praash Deswal ordered the second column to cut 
off the escape route of these extremists. But in the attempt 
to do so Captain Ajit Singh, the leader, was hit in the head 
by a bullet and he fell down. 

Major Om Parkash Deswal spotting four extremists trying 
to escape under cover of a bund, ordered them to surrender. 
However, the extremists opened fire, since his carbine was 
outraged he crawled to within the range of the hostile fire. 
He shot and wounded one extremist, who was later identified 
as a hard core rebel, a jail escapee and recovered an auto¬ 
matic rifle from him. 

Major Om Parkash Daswal was subject to heavy Are from 
double storey house on the flank and from the front. Dis¬ 
regarding hjs personal safety. Major Om. Prakash Deswal 
engaged the extremists from his exposed position, shot and 
wounded another extremist, later identified os Romce Singh, 
another hard core member. 

Major Om Parkash Deswal later crawletl to where Captain 
Ajit Singh lay unconscious and carried him to safety to n 
nearby bund from where he was cvcntnally evacuated to the 
Regimental Aid post. This timely action resulted in the sav¬ 
ing of life of Captain Ajit Singh. 

Major Om Paikash Deswal thus displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, exceptional courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order. 
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20. 4244707 HAVILDAR PHIIMON KUJUR 
BIHAR, 

(Effective dnte of award : 13th April, 19S2) 

On the 13th April, 1982, information was received that some 
armed extremists were hiding in Mayai Loikai in village 
Kadainpokpi Khnnau (Imphal), A Battalion of Bihar Regi¬ 
ment immediately mshed and cordoned the village and start¬ 
ed search operations. Havildar Philmon Kujiir formed part 
of the search team led by Major Om Parkash Deswal. At 
approximately 0815 hrs., the e.xtremists opened sudden, accu¬ 
rate and heavy fire on the other search team led by Captain 
Ajit Singh in the southern part of the village. Major Deswal 
and his team rushed to the place of firing where they found 
Captain Ajit Singh had sustained a bullet injury in the head 
and had fallen unconscious. 

A group of 4 extremists was then escaping along a bund 
In the firing three extremists were wounded. The fouith 
cxtrcmi.st, however, tried to escape, Tn utter, disregard to his 
personiil safety, Havildar Philmon Knjur promptly chased the 
fleeing extremist and captured him along with a country 
made pistol. 

Havildar Philmon Kujur then volunteered to help Major 
Deswal in extricating Captain Ajit Singh. In spite of heavy 
and ‘accurate fire from the extremists, they crawled out to 
where Captain Ajit Singh was lying wounded and without 
caring for their personal sofety, picked up the body of the 
wounded ofilcer and carried him to safety behind bund, 
wherefrom he was evacuated to the Regimental Aid post. 

In apprehending an extremist and later in saving the life of 
a wounded officer, Havildar Philmon Kujur displayed gal¬ 
lantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

21. 265.9644 HAVILDAR CHHOTU STNCiH. 
GRENADIERS, 

(Effective date of award : 15th May, 1982) 

On the 15th May, 1982, at 1530 hours, a nolorious _ gang 
of dacoits .attacked Bida village in the Jaisalmev district of 
Rajasthan. This was their ninth raid on the village. 

Havildar Chhotu Singh, who was on annual leave in this 
village, hearing the shots fired by the dacoits. immediately 
occupied a vantage point and opened effective fire on the. 
rampaging dacoits. The dacoits, taken completely by sur¬ 
prise due to this unexpected fire, fled in disarray leaving be¬ 
hind their booty of oiriamcnts and livestock. Havildar Chhote 
Singh, who had fired 13 rounds, managed to kill a notorious 
dacoit leader named Sajjan Khan. The d.ico!ts made despe¬ 
rate attempts to retrieve the body of their leader but were 
foiled in their attempts to do so by the accurate and heavy 
volley of fire of Havildar Chhotu Singh. 

By this act of bravery and initiative in sigle handedly com¬ 
bating a gang of dacoits, Havildar Chhotu Singh successfully 
aborted a raid on Bida. His singular act of courage was ac¬ 
claimed by the local administration and the people of his 
village. 

22 SQUADRON LEADER SHARWAN KUMAR 
BHATIA (11316) 

FLYING tPILOT). 

(Effective date of award ; 20th May, 1982) 

During the month of April, 1982, a task involving place¬ 
ment of heavy machinery and its removal after the function 
was entrusted to Sqn. Ldr. Sharwan Kumai’ Bhatia. The loca¬ 
tions were at a serious of extremely small patches of ground, 
all about 6000" altitude along the Himalayan border where it 
looked almost impossible to land vin MI-8 helicopter with 
such a heavy cargo, 

Squadron Leader Sharwan Kumar Bhatia (11316), Flying 
(Pilot), faced the task with utmost courage. In a series of 
one hundred and twenty eight landings spread over a conti¬ 
nuous period of ninety days, flying under extremely unfavour¬ 
able conditions in all aspects and the area of operations 
through the deep hazardous gorges of Himalayas and stresses 
and strains. Squadron Leader Sharwan Kumar Bhatia com¬ 
pleted the task and came out as the “Complete pilot" of the 


Indian Air Force, An error of a minute nature over such a 
long period, at any stage, wouli have meant grave loss and a 
total disaster for him. 

Squadron Leai)er Shaj wdn Kumar Bhatia thus displayed sus¬ 
tained courage and a high degree of professional skdl, compe¬ 
tence and devotion to duty. 

23, FLIGHT LTFflTFNANT BTKRAM DEV SINGH 

(13573). 

FLYING (PILOT), 

(Effective date of award : 25th June, 1982) 

()n ,thc 24th June, 1982, information was received about 19 
Army personnel having been stranded near INDRAJOT PASS 
north of DHARAMSALA. A rescue airciaft was launched 
and it was found that the personnel were on a rock at a height 
of 14500 ft. AMSL and on the mountain side v'ilh a gradient 
I'f 75 The personnel were surioundcd by about 10 feet of 
licsh snow. It was appreciated that no landing could be 
attempted and that winching operation will be requited to 
rescue the personnel. Food, medicine, and blankets v/ere 
dropped .at the site and the aircraft returned to base late in 
thc evening. On the 25th June, 1982, Flight Lieutenant Bik- 
ram Dev ,Singh, Flying (Pilot), was detailed to commence 
rescue operations in Cheetah aircraft fitted with rescue hoist. 
He reached the site at 0900 hours. The weather at that time 
was fair but the wind speeds of the order of about .40 knots. 
After a thorough recce the aicrarft was bropght to hover 
about 15 ft. above the stranded personnel. Because of the 
very steep incline and location of the personnel, the aircraft 
had to be hovered leaving very small margin between the 
rotor and cliff side. Hovering under such conditions of high 
altitude, strong winds and very difficult terrain, is a night- 
marsh task requiring exccption^il skill. The helper was lower¬ 
ed at the site and two army personnel were hoisted up and 
taken to YOL. On returning to the site, it was found that 
the weather had sharply deteriorated. Clouds had rolled in 
over the area, the visibility had dropped to 100 metres and 
the wind speed had picked up to about 50 to 55 knots. In 
spile of this. Fit Lt Bikram Dev Singh continued the rescue 
operations with cool professionalism and in two more trips 
evacuated in all six personnel. By 1730 hours all stranded 
personnel had been brought to YOL. 

Flight Lieutenant Bikram Dev Singh thas displayed cour¬ 
age, a high decree of professional skill, competence and devo¬ 
tion to duty ot an exceptional order. 

24 MAJOR TCAMAL KUMAR SHARMA fIC-34205) 

GORKHA RIFLES. 

(Effective date of award : 7th July, 1982) 

Major Karaal Kumar Shaima was the Company Com¬ 
mander of a prominent post in an insurgency sector. By 
careful planning, he was succeijsful in establishing an effec¬ 
tive net work of informers and agents amongst the civil 
population. On being informed that some hard core hostfles 
had collected heavy taxes from the locals and that one civilian 
was to make payment on 8th July, 1982, he immediately drew 
up a plan to apprehend the hostilcs. He led a patrol disguis¬ 
ed in civilian clothes carrying only carbides hidden in civil 
type of satchels and moved over 40 kilometres of impreg¬ 
nable jungle. On reaching the appointed location, he learnt 
that the hostiles had moved to another area. Undaunted he 
motivated his men to continue following the tail through track¬ 
less jungle terrain. Having fixed the whereabouts of the hos¬ 
tiles and having identified them, he deployed his patrol in 
such a manner that the target area was effectively scaled. 
Major Kamnl Kumar Sharma then surprised the hostUes by 
leading his men into a hut where the hostiles were. Though 
surprised, one hostile reacted and aimed his.revolver at 
Major Kamal Kumar .Sharma. 

Major Kamal Kumar Sharma, however, physically grappled 
with the hostile and in the scuffle that ensued, quickly over¬ 
powered and disarmed him. Both the hostiles captured in 
this operation were identified ns hard-core underground men. 

Major- Kamal Kumar Sharma thus displayed gallantry, per¬ 
severance, devotiop to duty and inspiring leadership. 
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25, SHRIMATI RAJ KUMAR BIMOLATA DEVI, W/O 
SHRI L. LALIT SINGH, AGED 36 YEARS, KEt- 
SAMTHONG LAISHRAM LEIRAK, IMPHAL, 
MANrpUR-795001. 

(Effective date oi award: 6th August, 1982) 

On the morning of the 6th August, 1982, two visitors came 
to the house of Shri L. Lalit Singh of Keishamthoog Laishram 
Lcirnk, Imphal. Shri Lalit Singh received them in the draw¬ 
ing room. While one of them took hi.s sent, the other moved 
to the verandah of the house. Smt. Raj Kumar Bimolata 
Devi, wife of Shri L. Lalit Singh suspecting the intention of 
the visitors maintained .an unobstrusive watch from behind a 
curtain. 

During the conversation that followed, the visitors demand¬ 
ed that they should get a huge sum. On Shri Singh express¬ 
ing indignation at this, the visitor took out a loaded .38 revol¬ 
ver from his pocket and raised his hand to shoot Shri L. 
Lalit Singh from u close range. Suddenly Smj. Bimolata 
Devi rushed out and grappled with the visitor and raised an 
alarm. This unnerved the visitor Who ran towards Kaishom- 
thong. When he did not surrender on being asked to do so, 
there ensured an encounter between him and the police in 
which he was killed. Later, he was identified as Ngangom 
Hitler Singh alias Rajan Singh S/o Ng. Ibochou Singh of 
Brahmapur Tinsubam Leirak, a haid-core leader of an unlaw¬ 
ful organisation. One .38 revolvei with one .empty case and 
6 live rounds were recovered from his possession. The other 
visitor escaped. 

Smt. Raj Kumar Bimolata Devi thus displayed nire pre¬ 
sence of mind and valour of a high order.
